Terrence A. Gomes, or "Terry" as he prefers to be 
called, earned his Bachelor of Arts from Lincoln University, 
Master of Arts from Rhode Island College, and his Doctor of 
Education from Nova University. He furthered his education 
through postdoctoral studies at Harvard University. 

In 1977, Dr. Gomes was appointed assistant Dean of 
Faculty at Roxbury Community College. In 1982, he was ap- 
pointed Dean of Continuing Education at Massasoit Community 
College. While at Massoit, Dr. Gomes held several positions 
including Dean of Faculty and Instruction, Vice President of 
Faculty and Instruction, and in 1999 was appointed Vice Presi- 
dent of Institutional planning and Development. In summer of 
2002, Roxbury Community College recruited Dr. Gomes to serve 
as Interim Executive Vice President for Academic Affairs.. In 
early 2003, he was appointed as Acting President of Roxbury Com- 
munity College. Following a nationwide search, Dr. Gomes was then 
selected by the Roxbury Community College Board of Trustees to 
serve as the thirteenth president of the College. 
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Excerpt passage from the Inaugural Speech of President Terrence Gomes 

The New Roxbury Community College 



My return to the College a year ago was not planned, but 
when Dr. Bromery, who was the Interim President at the time, called 
to talk to me about returning to the College to assist him by assuming 
the role of the Interim Executive Vice President of Academic Affairs. 
1 knew in my heart that this was the place for me to be, and that 
feeling hasn't changed, now that I'm the president . 

When Dr. Bromery left at the end of January 2003, I was 
appointed the acting president of the College. I didn't know, but 1 
would soon find out, how the College community would respond to 
this new change in leadership. It was how this College responded to a 
fiscal challenge that we all faced that told me everything I needed 
to know about the character and commitment of the people who 
worked here. 

It is that same kind of comradarie and commitment that I 
will need to move this College forward in the years ahead. As the 
faculty and staff have heard me say on more than one occasion, lead- 
ership is collective in its implementation. What will be done will get 
accomplished because of what we do together. What we must be is 
a college that is student-centered and community focused, a college 
whose efforts are directed towards enhancing learning for all students 
and providing low cost quality services and programs to all members 
of the community. 

Together, we will build a new Roxbury Community Col- 
lege, one whose direction will be chartered over the next few months 
through a strategic planning process that will be both thorough and 
inclusive. I will invite the College and community stakeholders to 
take part in our discussions that will help create a shared vision and 
plan for the College. 

As president, I pledge that the new Roxbury Community 
College will do all that it can to help develop this state and this com- 
munity's most important resources; its people. 

My vision is to create an institution that will be a truly com- 
prehensive, urban-public community college. One that will, 
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indeed, serve as the hub of the community. The 
emphasis on teaching and learning will, of 
course, remain at the forefront, but we must 
help to ensure that our community workforce is 
equipped with the necessary knowledge and 
skills to carve out a career in today's new infor- 
mation age, knowledge based economy. 

But, we cannot be a truly comprehen- 
sive college, unless we expand our programs 
and services. We must do more to develop pro- 
grams in areas such as the technologies, allied 
health and sciences and the arts. Tight budgets 
and fiscal constraints may make such talk seem 
somewhat foolhardy, as the task could be a 
daunting one. However the realization here is 
that through creativity collaborations and part- 
nerships much can be accomplished that would 
be of value to the institution and its students. 
Such collaborative efforts should include team- 
ing up with community-based organizations, 
business hospitals, and other type of agencies 
and or facilities to better meet our needs. 

Most of what I see happening in this 
area will come under the umbrella of what I will 
call RCC, not Roxbury Community College but 
Roxbury Community Corporate College, a new 
entity that will develop and administer these 
and other types of corporate educational and 
training programs. 

I also envision a college that will focus 
more attention on the beginning and early 
points of the student enrollment continuum. 
That is to young children and our seniors. I see 
the work in this area being housed under an- 
other new entity within the College, also carry- 
ing the RCC acronym. This new center will be 
called the "Roxbury Children & Seniors' Col- 
lege program and will, eventually offer educa- 
tional and cultural programs all year round for 
children and senior citizens of this community. 

I also envision a college whose out 
reach into the community will lead to the crea- 
tion of several satellite operations so that se- 
lected pockets of the community are afforded 
better access to our programs and services 

I also foresee a college whose future 
will include the optimizing of teaching and 
learning strategies to include the increased utili- 
zation of electronic interactive technology. My 
expectation is that the virtual college will be- 
come a reality at the new Roxbury Community 
College.

Is War Good for you?

Summary: The author says a war- with Iraq would give the economy a boost 
and put confidence back in investors. She also suggests a few companies she 
feels it would be wise to invest in, namely oil and security. Since the Middle 
East monopolizes most of the world's oil fields, oil prices will almost certainly 
increase. Security industry is also likely to see strong growth if we attach Iraq. 

Bias: Indeed, if history is any guide, a wartime economy is a productive one. 
The United States emerged from World War II as a bona fide world super- 
power; the need to properly equip troops boosted industries and created hun- 
dreds of thousands of jobs. However, the ultimate beneficiaries of the war 
were shareholders with large sums invested in relevant wartime industries.

Land Reform 

Summary: This report is about the policy of President 
Robert Mugabe's Zimbabwe African Union-Patriotic 
Front (ZANU-PF) land reform. The primary goal of this 
policy is to redistribute the predominantly white con- 
trolled fertile land to all Zimbabweans, especially to in- 
digenous blacks. The major goal of this policy is to bring 
justice to all and bring an end to colonization in Zim- 
babwe. 

Bias: The writer strongly believes the policy of land re- 
form in Zimbabwe will cause serious economic decline in 
the country. He strongly believes the policy is directed 
towards political opponents who did not support Mug- 
abe's reelection. Mr. Robinson says land reform is neces- 
sary, but President Mugabe is not the right person to im- 
plement reform. Pain, hunger, economic decline and vio- 
lence will be the outcome of land reform carried out by 
President Mugabe, he concluded. 

Reaction: One is tempted to ask, "Will land reform bring 
economic prosperity to poor black Zimbabweans?" Most 
experts say no. The land reform policy is ill timed. The 
poor indigenous Zimbabweans are yet to acquire the nec- 
essary skills to engage in mechanized farming, the capital 
needed for large-scale farming is not available, and Presi- 
dent Mugabe's government is not ready to provide it. 
Land refoffil as being pursued in Zimbabwe today has 
brought hunger, hardship, and violence. 

Mugabe has brought the worst food shortage in the his- 
tory of the country, everybody is hungry and the victims 
of this suffering are mostly the poor blacks Mugabe 
claims to protect. Distributing land does not make it pro- 
ductive.
